SIXTY EXECUTIVE. 

The Fort Smith Scaffold Witnesses the 

Death of its Sixtieth Occupant. 
From the Macon Telegraph. 

St. Louis, July 6.— Tbe sixtieth 
execution that has taken place on 
the gallows at Fort Smith, Ark., 
was witnessed there today by 
about a hundred people. The cul- 
prit in this case was Gus Bogles, a 
boot-black, of Denison, Texas, nine- 
teen years old who murdered 
William Morgan at Blue Tank in 
the Cherokee Nation a year ago. 
The drop fell at 12:51 p. in., and 
although the victim's neck was 
broken he struggled very hard and 
was twelve and a half minutes dy- 
ing. 

Bogles had a very ugly disposi- 
tion aud swore he would never hang. 
This morning he thrust his hand 
through the grating of his cell and 
snatched a pistol from a guard, but 
fell before he could use it. The 
guards fed on tbe prisoner and took 
it from him. He declared his inno- 
cence on the scaffold and asked the 
Jailer to shoot him.

There was a south* that rejoiced in 
the glory of his warlike deeds, and 
there will be a south to remember 
with pride that he led the way to 
peace against an opposition more 
appalling than the terrible onsets 
which swept his lines in the Gettys- 
burg day of fury and despair.

Birmingham, Ala., July 2.-A dar- 
ing burglary aud a destardly at- 
tempt at murder occurred about 
midnight Saturday night at the 
Alabama Cold Storage wurehouse 
of the Armour Packing Company, 
on Ninth Avenue, near Twenty- 
third street. C. K. Avery, cashiei 
of the company, was sitting at his 
desk working out his books wheu 
two negroes entered the house and 
one of them struck him a dieavy 
blow which felled him. Avery re- 
covered himself aud reached for Ins 
pistol, but the other negro came to 
his comrade's rescue and struck A- 
very over the head with some soft 
heavy substance, knocking him 
sensible.

His wife, 
Mary Magdalene Schriener, has 
coufessed to the police that she 
poured kerosene oil over her hus- 
band's clothing and deliberately set 
fire to it. She says he was a chronic 
lkard, and that for six months 
past she had quaneled with him 
every day. He came home Sunday 
night drunk, and sentformore beer 
after his arrival. She retired about 
midnight, and on awakening an 
hour later, arose and found 
Schriener asleep in the alley. Seiz- 
ed with a sudden and uncontrolla- 
ble desire to be rid of her trouble- 
some husband, she poured oil over 
his clothing and then dropped 
lighted match on him.

iCincinnat;tt, O., June 27.— Charles 
Shau, a German boy ,19 years of age, 
is exciting the wonder and compas- 
sion of Cincinnatti by his .unfortu- 
nate condition. He came to this 
country thirteen month agoandloca- 
tedat Port Wayne .and pursued 
his trade as .a barber. About six 
months since he discovered one 
morning that he could not swallow. 
There was no pain in the region of 
the throat and no enlargement. The 
Ahroat, .from some unacoun table 
ie, was closed up. Shau began 
at once , to loose jflesh, and .a sur- 
geon in Port Wayne determined to 
perform adelicate and difficult oper- 
ation. He made an.iucision in the 
itquiach, and the peritoneal cavity 
was perforated and a tube inserted. 
Inflamation did not set in, and 
since that time Shau has received, 
all nourishment through this tube, 
to the end of which is attached a 
abbe?: hose, and the food is poured 
into a funnel. The unfortunate 
fellow has no taste whatever and 
can ; tak© no sqlid food. He con- 
sumes a great deal of beer, which 
seems to give him strength. Occa- 
iionly the sufferer masticates meat 
)r bread, which is put into the 
funnel and washed into the stomach 
by onilk or beer. Shau was in the 
Cincinnatti hospital for several days 
suffering from. debility. His weight 
formerly was 150 pounds, which 
had been reduced to 98 pounds.

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The Local Option Election 

Tbere seems to be an err 
impression throughout the count}' 
in regard to the effect 
ing local option election in the e- 
vent it shoul-1 be declared ' 
of the anti-prohibitionist. 

We have taken the pains to 
quire into the matter and we are 
formed by trustworthy authority 
that the statues of this county will 
not be changed one whit even if the 
anti-prohibitionist should succeed. 
As it now stands there are a few 
places in the county where whiske 
can be sold if the law is complied 
with— in the rest of the county its 
sale is interdicted and prohibited by 
speeial acts of the Legislatu: 
And if this county should vote "for 
the sale" at the approaching elec- 
tion the present condition of affairs 
would remain unchanged. The rea- 
son of this is that the Local Option 
Act, as it is called, expressly pro- 
vides as follows "Be it further en- 
acted, that no elections shall be held 
under the provisions of this act for 
any county, city, town or any other 
place in this State where by law 
the sale of spirituous liquors is al- 
ready prohibited, either by high li- 
cense, local option, or any other 
legislation, so long as these local 
laws remain of force." For instance 
the sale of liquor is prohibited with- 
in the Dahlonega District and in the 
Auraria District within three miles 
of Phillippi church Siloam church 
and Sardis chapel. This was done 
by a special act of the Legislature 
and the very terms of the Local Op- 
tion election can have no effect 
within the limits of these prohibited 
districts. The only power ia the 
world that could authorize the sale 
of liquor in these places would be a 
special act of the legislature repeal- 
ing these other special acts by 
which the sale of whiskey was pro- 
hibited. The local option election 
can have no such effect and the Su- 
preme Court have so decided. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the 
only effect the election could have, 
would be to prohibit the sale of 
whiskey iu the entire county in the 
event the election should result in a 
majority "against the sale." If on 
the other hand the election should 
result iu a majority "For the sale" 
the effect would be a mere nullity, 
whiskey could not be sold in the 
Dahlonega and Auraria District, it 
could not be sold within three miles 
of Phillippi and Siloam Churches 
and Soul's Chapel. The Local Op- 
tion act was a temperance act. It 
was passed by the temperance peo- 
ple of the State. We understand 
that the petition to the Ordinary 
calling for au electiou was gotten up 
by the anti-prohibitionists. If so 
they evidently did not have a full 
comprehension of the situation. 
The election can not possibly do 
ihem any good and it may do them 
harm by preventiug the sale of liq 
uor in those places where it can 
now be lawfully sold. 

We regret that the election has 
been deemed necessary. Of'cour 
the Ordinary had no discretion 
the matter. The law required him 
to call the election. But we think 
the election unnecessary. No good 
can come of it. It will involve the 
county in unnecessary expense. It 
will engender unnecessary feeling. 
It will raise an issue where there is 
none. It will disturb the quietude 
of our county unnecessarily. It 
will amount simply to putting up a 
man of straw in order to try to 
knock him down- 'If it can be done 
we should like to see the whole 
scheme abandoned.

AN OFFICER'S BOLD STRUGGLE. 

A Steel Cage Demolished After an 

Hard Work and a Negro Ravishsr. 

Hanged to the Nearest Tree— The 

Crime— Rumored Confession. 

From the Macon Telegraph. 

Asheille, N. C, July 15. — Yes- 
terday afternoon a rumor reached 
that rape bad been committed 
on Sallie Kate Parker, a white girl 
thirteen years old, by a negro in 
the northern suburbs of the city. 
The police were notified and the 
country and lown were searched 
closely for the guilty party. About 
o'clock last night the negro, nam- 
ed John Humphreys, was arrested. 
The girl had stated that the negro 
wore a stripped bhirt and was bare- 
footed. When arrested Humphreys 
had on a white shirt and shoes, put 
it was ascertained that he had taken 
off a striped shirt and put on a white 
one, and shoes. He was made to 
put on the striped shirt, take off i 
shoes, and was taken' into the pres- 
ence of the girl, who- indentified| 
immediately. The negro was 
locked up in the city caleboose. 
Considerable excitement prevailed, 
and whispers of lynching were 
heard, and in order to avoid this, 
at 1 o'clock this morning, the negro 
was put in the Bteel cage of the 
county jail. 

About 3:10 a. m„ a band of twen- 
ty-hve to forty masked men came 
to the jail, and before Dep'y Sheriff 
James Worley was aware of it they 
were in the jail. He grabbed a gun 
and ran to the top of the steps and 
opened fire on the crowd which 
was returned with showers of bull- 
ets. Ko one was hurt as far as as- 
certained. Worley was overpower- 
ed, but would not give the combi- 
nation to the cage loek. The 
mob, being prepared with sleJge 
hammers and crow-bars, tore the 
cage to pieces, occupying fully an 
hour in doing it, took the negro 
out and hanged him to a tree about 
a quarter of a mile from the jail. 

As soon as he was relesed Worley 
rang the fire bell, headed a posse 
and tried to recover the prisoner 
but was eluded by the mob. 

The girl was wayliad on the way 
from town in a hollow in the woods. 
The negro crept up behind her and 
choked her down. The girls face 
and throat were torn with his fin- 
gers nails. The ground where the 
assault was made shows signs of a 
hard struggle. It is rumored that 
the negro made a full confession 
of guilt before he was hanged.

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THE TOBACUO TAX. 

From the Daily Virginian. 

If it is found impracticable to 
pass the Mills bill then let the Dem- 
ocrats of the House of Representa- 
tives pass a simple resolution re- 
pealing the tobacco tax, and th© 
sooner they do it the better. Tiiey 
the power, and on their heads 
name will rest if the tobacco 
trade is not relieved of the para- 
lizing burden that is upon it. It 
cannot be disguised that the people 
of the tobacco States are getting 
restive. Petition after petition 
from planters and manufacturers 
gone to Congress for relief. 
They have seen the business on 
which they rely for support re- 
duced to a State of prostration, ' 
not paying for the actual cost of 
production and manufacture.

Hamilton Disston is insured for a 
bout •$ 150,000.

Thos. F. Cassidy passed through 
ibere June 5th last en «*out to Dade 
coal mines, where he was received 
tho following day and put to work. 
While aa;jail at Savannah he made 
a threat that no one .could take no 
Ibitn t© the penitentiary, but failed 
to execute it, as Gononel Towers 
and Penitentiary Guard Turner ex- 
perienced no trouble in removing 
hirn. He was kept securely chain- 
ed all the way. Upon his arrival 
the e he was put to work digging 
coal ic .-Senator Brown's mines and 
eoon became popular with the.con- 
victs. Yesterday morning be went 
into the mines as. usual .to proceed 
with his work. In the afternoon he 
and a half-dozen other convicts 
were put to work in a coal room 
wftiich had just beenopened- Thej 
ceiling was so care lessly timbered 
that it was a perfect death-trap, 
and while the men were laying ,on 
their backs digging coal there was a 
crash caused by the timbers giv- 
ing way, and .down upon these 
unfortunates came several tons of 
slate. Cassidy seemed to be 
where the bulk of the slate fell, and 
was entirely. covered up sby'the de- 
sbris. One or two of the convicts 
succeeded in ; getting out from 
.under the slate before they w«re 
burt. A fosse -of convicts was then 
.brougbtin from-an -adjoining room 
and theslate removed so stfaat .the 
coeu could pe pulled out. Cassidy 
was fennd to be dead antuhis body 
terribly mang'eJ. Two of the.con- 
.victs'bad their legs broken, and the 
o-her-s who were injured were hurt 
internally. 

As Cassidy has norektivessn Geor- 
gia it is raot definitely known what 
disposition will be made of his body. 
He was .a native of New York City. 
He went;to Savannah saveral years 
ago and engaged in business run- 
ning akundry. He was considered 
a- desperado when aroused, «but un- 
der ■ ordinary circumstances was 
peaceable and .apparently harmless. 
About a year ago Tom Smith, a 
sailor boarding shouse keeper, was 
found dead on Tybee i beach .under 
suspicious circumstances. A party 
of young men from Savannah, while 
walking on-the beach one moonlight 
cnight,.came(upon bis.body. Cassi- 
'dy>was at Tybee.that night in com- 
'pany with .a girl named Maggie 
FarralL and on the evening of the 
killing, an hour or two previous ,to 
ithe finding of the bodyi he .was seen 
in company with Smith .near the 
place whehe was killed. Surround- 
ing cu'cumst.anoes caused 'his.arrest. 
He .stoutly denied his guilt, ibut he 
wasconvicted on circumstantial ev- 
idence - His case came before the 
Supreme Court, and the decision of 
the court below was suslained. Hi% 
sentence was for life^

SHOCKING DETAILS. 

Wheeling, W. V., July 20— Lat- 
er and authentic details from Tria- 
delphia show the destruction was 
more appalling than anywhere else. 
Fifteen families are homeless and 
saved nothing but what they had 
on. Half of this village of 
habitants was swept away, but all 
but those before named escaped to 
tee hills. The storm extended six- 
teen miles east of West Alexander. 
Pa., and the scene all along the 
way is one of desolation and incon- 
ceivable horror. Where Triadel- 
phia school house, a large building 
of six rooms, stood, the cree 
now a raging flood, and not a 
tige of even the foundation vets., 
The whole south half of the town 
has disappeared as clear as if 
never existed. The Wheeling re 
committee, which recently raised 
funds for the Rowlesburg sufferers, 
expended the balance for provision 
and sent them to Triadelphia. 

The Baltimore and Ohio railway, 
Pittsburg division, is practically 
destroyed for fifteen miles. Re- 
ports are coming in from all parts 
of Ohio county this morning, indi- 
cating that the storm was more dis- 
astrous to life and property in the 
country. It cannot be started at 
this hour how many lives have been 
lost. The loss in this city is known 
to be ten, with a number reported 
missing. Caldwell's Run, which 
passed through the eight ward of 
city, was the scene of the great- 
havoc. Three houses were 
swept away and all the inmates 
were drowned. They were Mrs. 
Barbara Stensel and son, Homan 
Stensell, Alice and Annie Wingert 
i f Miltonburg, O., nieces of Mrs. 
Stensell, John Homan and Mrs. 
Thomas Hawley and and four chil- 
dren. Her husband was in the 
yard and was swept on a 
hundred yards down the bank in 
safety. Only two bodies have been 
recovered, those of Alice Wingert 
and Mrs. Stensell. Mrs. Johnson, 
a widow aged sixty, resideuting at 
Clinton, this county, died from fright 
Later dispatches from Wheeling 
say twenty-three persons are known 
i drowned. Among the num- 
was the sheriff of Marshall 
ty.
